by those fifty cows, 
daily. 
There was a loss of forty g al­ 
lons of m ilk a day without any appar­ 
ent reason, yet there must have been a 
cause. 
The cows were given the best 
of care and of feed but with all this a t­ 
tention they fill but nine cans daily, 
Farm ers often drive their cattle with 
dogs not caring whether they become 
Am- frightened or not and then w onler why 
tho amount of milk produced decreases 
continually.—Sterling Standard.

mon ground, and were a unit in the 
hope that strife would be elim inated 
from tin* relations of em ployer and 
toiler, and .1 perpetual truce declared. 
The speakers w ife Sam uel R o m p e rs 
president of the Am erican Federation 
of Labor; Bishop Po tter; Jo h n Miteli- 
( 11, president of the L'nited M ine work 
ers; C harles it. F lin t, president of the 
A m erican Rubber com pany; D aniel J. 
Keefe, of the Ii 1 inoi> Board of Build 
ers; Ja m e s O 'Connell, president of the 
In tern atio n al Association of M ach in ­ 
ists. and H erm an Ju s ti. com m issioner 
oi tin* Illin o is Coal O perators’ Associa 
lion. 
The W ay Goiupers Views It. 
S a m u e l 
dum pers 
presided 
and in 
op in ing the meeting 
expressed 
the 
hope that a new epoch had eouie in the 
relations of labor and capital.
